sale. This holds good everywhere, as for example, 
$600,000 spent in improvements at Canonchet,actual 
sale, $62,500; Jay Cooke’s Ogoontz, over a million, 
bought in for him at $160,000; Legrand Lockwood's 
palace, $1,200,000; sold for $120,000; andsoon. The 
valueof the land alone is about what the forced 
sale brings. 

So in Fairfield there are numerous estates highly , 
improved which are for sale at far below the actuaasg 
cost of building. Others are likewise obtainatfle «. 
because of business requiring engrossing attention 
elsewhere, as John Glover’s with seventeen anda 
half acres, which could be bought forabout what 
should be a fair value for the land—say $18,000. In 
fact, there isto be had beautiful property which 
cost the former owners halfa mailiion<fbe probabl 
one-third the amount. These houses are goo 
enough for any lord to live in, with grounds in the 
highest state ef cultivation and adornment 

Land in this section is very high, the farms sell- 
ing at $300 to $700 per acre, and very little of it for 
sale. The crops of vegetables, especially onions, 
produce enormous returns, sometimes netting as 
much as $100 tothe acre Usually the farms are 
small—of ten totwenty acres. They are generally 
farmed on shares with any tenant. I asked the 
money Value of rental, and was told it seldom was 
done, and the only instance y informant knew of 
was ten acres at $400 perannum.

At intervals in 
the history of the world a mania seems to 
have passed over the people, and sudden 
deaths caused the living to shudder as they 
looked for the cause in the dark laboratory 
of some suspicious chemist. ‘The most strik- 
ing craze of this character which has visited 
the people in recent times was that recently 
where it was established 
that an organized conspiracy existed among 
»the wives to poison their husbands. The 
event seems to have had its inception in the 
case Of a peasant woman who, being brutally 
used by her . husband, was advised 
by her mother to resort to 
the deadly drug for the purpose 
of putting him outof her way. The scheme 
worked charmingly, and the secret being com- 
municated to other wives, it was adopted 
with similar success, and soon there was hard- 
ly a husband in that partoft Franz Josef’s do- 
minion who was not in danger when sipping 
his coffee.

The extraordinary 
abundance of young widowsin Rome, and 
the fact that wheneyer a married couple lived 
unhappily together the husband’s death was 
not delayed, had attracted popular attention, 
and the ecclesiastical authorities were horri- 
tied at the frequent number of pvisonings 
admitted by women in the confessional. It 
came out that there was a mysterious society 
young wives who met nightly for some 
Inysterious purpose at the house of a repu- 
ted witch and fortune teller, Hieronyma 
Spara, and a female ageal of the government 
had no dificulty in ebtaining admission to 
the sisterhood and purchasing from La 
Sparaa phial of ‘‘drops,’’ warranted to work a 
sure cure in the case of a faithless and brutal 
husband. It was tound to contain a colorless, 
tasteless and odorless poison, and the 
vender compounded it of different degrees of 

th, that death should brouglit 
about after any period desired, from a week 
to six months. La Spara, La Gratiosa and 
the members of the sisterhood were 
hended. The first stood the rack with firm 
but the second vielded to the torture and 
made a full confession. She and La Spara 
with three young women who -had poisoned 
thei husbands were hanged  thiriy 
morew vyhipped through the streets, and 
anumberct more influential offenders were 
fined and banished. A few months later nine 
more husband poisoners were hanged and 4 
bevy of women, many of thém young and 
beautiful girls, scousged half naked through 
the streets, but this ity did not put a 
stop to the poisoning, and indeed only served 
bo advertise the poisoners, so that itteralls 
thousands of the victims jealousy, 
gusness, Or private spite were sent ant 
their graves, 
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LA TOPHANIA’S DRUG. 

The venders of the poison were mostly wo- 
men, and, by all odds,the most noted of their 
number was La Tophania, a hag who dealt in 
poison from her youth, and was instrumental 
in the death of at least 600 persons. She was 
about 70 in 1790, when the viceroy of Naples 
found that a poison styled aqueta, or ‘“‘liitle 
water,’’ was sold freely in the city andshipped 
in large quantities to all partsof Italy, in 
bottles labeled ‘‘Manna of St. Nicholas of 
Barri.’’ This “‘ranna’’ was a most miracu- 
lous oil alleged to ooze.from the tomb of the 
saint, and, being in great vogue all over the 
Italian veninsula, the customs  offi- 
cials  piously refrained from examin- 
DB the phials incribed with its 
pame. La Tophania was. not easy to catch. 
( nat nually changing her residence and dis- 
guise pretending to exce ssive piety and tak- 
ing refuge in nunneries for. months at a time, 
she baffled the viceroy for scveral y dur- 
ing which the trade went on as briskiy 4s 
it being a noteworthy circumstance, 
the way, that La Topbania would makea 
pre seot of ier poison Lo poor women Who 
hated their husbands but could not afford to 
buy the drug. Aftera long chase, however, 
the viceroy ran her to earth in a convent. 
The supported by the archbishop, 
Cardinal! Pignatelli, refused to 
render her, and thus precipi- 
tated a contest in which the _ secu- 
lar official displayed even more craft and 
courage than the churchmen. The viceroy 
broke into the convent by force and carried 
offthe woman. The cardinal threatened to 
lay the city under interdict and starve it out, 
forno peasant would venture to bring provis- 
ions to bere markets of a town piaced under 
the ban of the church. The viceroy put a 
guard aroand the Archieopiscopal palace, so 
that if there was to bea famine it would be 
firstefelt by the cardinal. The cardinal chang- 
ed his tactics, and worked upon the mob un- 
til it was ready to storm the viceroy’s palace 
and release the prisoner, and- the viceroy 
retorted by spreading a report that La 
Tophania had arranged to poison all 
the wells and fountains. That settled the 
inatter, and with the hearty sympathy of the 
populace she was tortured tll alist of her 
agents and customers had been obtained, and 
then strangled, her body being thrown into 
the garden of the couvent whence she had 
been taken, so that the clergy might at least 
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bury it wituin. the precincts of the sanctuary 


where she had sought a refuge. The German 
Keysler, however, insists that lie saw her in 
prison at Naples, a little uld Woman, im 1730. 
TILE EPIDEMIC IN 
Her poison— Aqua della Teifinina—the Nea- 
politans called it, the name being speedily 
corrupted into Aqua Tophania, or Aqua To- 
pan the popular tancy finding en analogy 
retween it and fophet—was sim- 
ilar to tisat ranutactured by “ta 
Spara. According LO Garelli it wags 
erystalized arsenic dissoived bmn at lees Z jtlanti- 
ty of water by cilon, With the addition, 
— some unexplained purpose, of the herb 
vmibalaria, Hahnemann Says it Was com- 
ne inded of arsenical neutral salts, Occ isioning 
in the victim a gradual loss of appetite, faint- 
ness, gnawing pains in the stomach “and 
wasting of the lungs. Its use had be- 
come general in France as well as ‘in 
Italy by the latter ha'i 
severteenth ce ntury, so that Mn. 
had to express her fear that 
and ‘‘poisoner’’ were coming to be regarded as 
synonymousterms. Asin Rome. the earliest 
indications of the extensive use of poisons 
were given to the clergy through the confes- 
sional, many women owning tothe destruc- 
tion of their husbands. Two Italians, Glaser. 
and Exili, were thrown into the bastile on 
the charge of compounding — distributing 
the poison; the former died, but the latter. 
during the period of his detention ere he was 
brought to trial, made the acquaintance of 
one Sainte-Croix, who had been in Italy and 
knew something of the secrets of La Spara. 
Sainte-Croix had been sent to the bastile dn a 
lettre de cachet obtained by M. d’ Aubray, 
who had be en SC andalized at the openness of 
Sainte-Croix’s armours with his daughter 
Mile. d’Aubray, a pretty, accomplished, 
mild-mannered and highly connected girl, 
had married the marquis of Brinvilliers, a 
loose and brutai man, and had conceived 
a passion that apparently knew no bounds 
tor the equally worthless Sainte-Croix. The 
scandal of her connection with him after her 
separation from her ‘husband horrified her 
lamily, as has already been said, and she and 
her lover were anited in a hatred of the dead- 
liest description. Not only revenge, but aya- 
rice prompted to crime for Sainte-C rolix was 
extravagant, and her means were inade quate 
to his demands. He conceived the pli an Oi 
poisoning her father and her two brothess, so 
that would come into the Spreng eae of 
the family, and she entered into his plans 
with equal willingness andaptitude, and soon 
became as skillful as himself in the manufac- 
ture of poison. The drugs which he prepared 
she tried upon pigeons and rabbits; then, ac- 
cording to the legend, she essayed the effect 
of small doses upon patie nts at the hospitals, 
and upon guests at her father's table, finally 
giving herself a powerful draught, from the 
evil effect of which she was sayed by the an- 
tidote administered by Sainte-Croix. Being 
thus satisfied of the potency of the poison, 
she administered it to her father in his 
choaaiaia The old man fellill, and she 
nuns him for ten days, giving him more 
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poison in the broths and other delicacies 
which she prepared for him, and at the end 
of that time he died, so naturally that no sus- 
pi ion Was &rous d.

But the literati form an eyen more important 
section of the gentry than the merchants, 
These men carry all gre weight with them 
which a wide-spread reputation fer scholar- 
hip and orthodoxy has at its commend in 
China. Often poor, miserably clad, and 
intensely Chauvinist -in their Opinions, 
they are the proudest of the proud. and 
hate the foreigner with a hatred born of 
the purest intolerance, ignorance and cone 
tempt. It is said that the mos poweriul aliy 
of the gentry is no other than Pei Shao-li, the 
chief of the eunuchs in attendance upon her 
majesty the western e #1 sgn After all it is 
principally wealth that bas the power in 
China. It's not often that we hear of a very 
wealthy gentry being forced to disgorge by 
the official class. He is not only too valuable 
a member-of society to be dealt with so un- 
ceremoniously, but he represents a class that 
pou tiandarin dare offe nd. lt 1s the gentry 
who rule the mandarins, and the mandarins 
who rule the people.

inches trom the top. He had only one advantage, 
and that was in running a steam gin. He 
ginned other folks’ cotton and kept 
seed. This gave hima sufficiency of the 
basis of his compost. But if each farmer would 
only save the droppings of his stock and insist on 
having the seed of his own cotton returned to him 
from the gin, and compost them on Furman’s for- 
mula, we should feel the effect in Georgia the first 
year. Every year would improve the yield of 
cotton seed, and consequently the amount of com- 
post. Forexample the first year Mr. Furman got 
about 150 pounds of seed to the acre, which gave 
him about 500 pounds of compost. He will get this 
year 1,500 pounds of seed off each acre, which will 
give him about 5,000 pounds of cempost. So that 
each acre of his land now furnishes about enough 
seed to make its own compost. He says, however, 
if he gets three bales to the aere, which would give 
3,000 pounds of seed, or 9,000 pounds of compost, he 
would put every pound of it back on the ground 
he took it from.”’

Forabout two minutes last night the United 
States court house, familiarly known as the Atlanta 
cusiom house, afforded one of the most thrilling 
scenes ever witnessed in Atlanta. The trial of the 
couspiraturs who had attempted to murder Stew- 
art occupied the day,was concluded and was given 
to the jury. Judge McCay announced that he 
would return last night and receive the verdict if 
one was reached. About nine o'clock he was called 
into the court room to receive the finding of 
the jury. There was a very con- 
siderable gathering of spectators, and it was 
extensively talked thatan attempt at rescue ores 
cape would be made. It came tothe ears of Judge 
McCay, aud he cautioned the guards to be on the 
lookout. Major Longstreet, chief deputy marshal, 
was also notified by several persons, but replied 
that prisouers never escaped from the marshals. It 
became known also that the prisoners were armed, 
aud the officers were urged to disarm them. It is 
said that to that Major Longstieet replied that he 
would do so in a few minutes, The crowd was

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How John A. Cockrell Met an Intruder in His OMfec. 
St. Louis, October 14.—Colonel A W Slayback, 
acccomparid by W H Clopton, visited the edito- 
rial rooms of the Post-Dispatch yesterday 
afternoon, to demand satisfaction of Colonel 
John A Cockrell for assaults made upon him in 
the columns of that paper. Slayback was shot 
and killed. Precisely how the shooting occurred 
cannot be stated atthis writing, as noonedirevctly 
concerned in the matter will maka astatement,but 
Hy. Moore, city editor of the paper. who was sit- 
ting at his desk writing, says that while Colonel 
Cockrell, John M MecGuttin, business manager, and 
Victer T Cole. foreman, were holding a business 
conferencein the editorial room, Col nel slayback, 
accompanied by w H Clopton, entered the local 
passed on toward the editorial 
room, ks door to. which was closed. Mr. More 
turned in his chair as they passed. by and observed 
that Colonel Slayback, as he opened the door with 
hisleft hand, had his right hand in his pistol 
pocket. In less than half a minute after slayback 
entered Cockrell’s room Moore heard the report of 
apistol. He immediately sprang up and, on en- 
tering the editorial room, found Slayback stretched 
on the floor and Cockrell bending over nim, appa- 
rently wiping the blood from his face, Cockrell 
asked Moore to send fora physician, which he did, 
and a few moments later Dr. McCarty arrived, 
but not until Slayback was dead, he havy- 
ing died about three minutes after being 
shot. Meanwhile Cockrel! washed his 
hands, and in less than five minutes after the 
fatal shot was fired ,he and McGuffin en- 
tered a carriage and drove away. It was 
said they went to the Pour courts and surrendered 
to:.he chief of police, but subsequent inquiry 
em that such was not the case, and it is not yet 
nown where he is. Colone] Slayback’s brother, 
Charlie, E. Slayback, president of the Merchants’ 
exchange, wus immediately netified of the sad 
event, and he gaye directions for the disposal of the 
body, which was sent to the dead man’s home.

Stating distinctly that Slayback was shot while 
he was in the act of taking his 
coat off, aud repeating the former statement 
that Slayback was not armed,and therefore could 
not have drawn a revolver. he «ther principal 
witnesses were John M. Mctruffin, busingss mana, 
ger, and Victor T. Cole, foreman, who were in the 
room when the shooting took place. ‘Their testi- 
mony did not differ materially from theirstatuments 
asalready telegraphed, Byth testified emphatically 
that Slayback drew a revolver as soon as he saad 
the room; that he and Clopton advanced on Cock. 
rill, the former holding his pistol at short arm and 
pointing toward Cockmill; that Cockr.1] uttered 
words and gave warning as telegraphed last night, 
that a quick, brief tussle took place, that Cockrell 
fired, that Cloptin closed with Cockrell and ouly re- 
leased his hold of him when McGutfiin placed : 
pis'ol he had taken from Slayback tot ioptin’s head 
and told him to do soorhe was adead manu. Me- 
Gutlin produced the pistol he took from Slayback— 
pearl handled revolver of British build and pattern, 
of 38 caliber. Itshowssigns of having been carried 
in warm weather, the cylinder beiug rusted 
dy perspiration. Mr Cole produced 
Colonel Coekrill’s pistol, It is black 
handled Smith and Wesson revolver of 40 calibre. 
Several other witnesses were examined, but their 
testimony Was not-material. The jury, after being 
out about half an nour, returned a verdict that Colo- 
nel Slayback came to his death from the etfects of 
internal hemorrhage, caused by a gunshot wound 
in the chest, inflicted with a bullet tired from a re- 
volver in the handsci John A.Cockrill. Lhe phy 
sicians who made the post mortem examination 
testified that the ball passed thiough the lungs from 
left to right and severed the aorta. on 
passage, Which produced hemorrhage. After 
verdict was rendered Colonel Cockrill was re 
turned to his cell, where he will remain until 
Monday, when his counsel wi.l make application 
for his release on bail.

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DRAWN UP BY THE BORDER 
PLAINS COWBOYS. 


“Kid Frank’s” Account of the Great Cow-Boys’ Battle 
—The Cattle-Owners's Quarre] Overthe Brand. 
ing ef Vheir Cattle—The Dispute Re. 
ferred to a Duel—How It Bnded. 


There arrived in the city yesterday, says the 
Denver Republican of September 22, a young 
man who hasa wonderful history, even for 
the wild western country, and is destined to 
rank at no distant day with Cody and 
Hickok, Sy Slocum and Carson. His name 
is Jobn Kelly, and while the name is not 
a familiar one to lovers of literature treating 
uf wild adventure, it willat no distant day 
become a household word. Kelley was a 
pupil of Buffalo Bill and Captain Burton on 
the old Pawnee reservation in Nebraska, 
where he herded cattle and was known as 
‘Kid Frank.’’ He brings in the first news of 


a terrible tragedy in which he took part just 
three weeks ago. The story is oneof wonder- 
fulromance and thrilling interest, and is 
permene the most remarkable affair of the 
cind ever known. It was in the nature 
of a duel, and nowhere in all the 
bloody pages of the code can there be found 
anything to equalit. It was fought with six 
men on each side to settle the ownership of a 
valuable herd of cattle, but before relating 
the fight in detail a few facts in regard to 
‘*Kid Frank’s’”’ life are given. He was born 
and raised in Buffalo, N. Y., about thirty years 
ago, but came west atan early age. He was 
always quiet and reserved in, his manner, and 
remarkable for his strict adherence to truth 
in all his utterances. He followed the natu- 
ral bent of his desires, and dyifted into the 
great plains of Nebraska in the days before 
‘70, where Indians were numerous and white 
men scarce. Atthat time there was no in- 
dustry except cattle-raising, and the Indians 
made lifea burden. It was in this country 
that Kelly’s character was moulded under 
the tutorship of the generous, *big-hearted, 
fearless Buffalo Bill and the reckless, dashing 
Hickok. Kelly soon began to attract atten- 
tion by the skill he attained in handling a 
pistol, 
HE WAS A COWBOY, 
and although young in years soon gained the 
reputation of beinz next.to Wild Bill and 
Cody the best shot in the country. This ac- 
complishment, backed by unflinching nerve 
and quiet manners, made him many friends 
and gave himintluence. These facts are given 
by Captain Burton, the well-known journalist, 
who knew Kelly in Nebraska about twelve 
yearsago. ‘‘Kid Frank’’ drifted further west 
ward and was lost sight of by his old com- 
rades. He went down into Arizonaand there 
began to build up his fortunes in the Cattle 
business. He took up a ranch in old Mexico 
and made his headquarters at Tucson. He 
was employed by the California stock compa- 
ny to bring up immense numbers of cattle, 
for which he was paid handsomely, and he 
soon gathered a herd of his own, with which 
he was so successful that now, at the early 
age Of thirty, he finds himself a rich man. 
The first. advénturé which brought Kelly 
to notice was a massacre ot Apache 
Indiansin the Raton naountains four years 
ago this fall. Cochise, the famous Apache 
chief had been raiding*the country all during 
the summer of 187%, commiting the most hor- 
rible atrocities. His path across the country 
was marked with blood and fire. Ranches 
were burned, stock killed, and not a man, 
woman or child was spared: Cochise. finally 
captured a number of emigrants and burned 
them-at the stake, after inflicting the most 
horrible tortures upon the victims. {This 
aroused the men, and a company of 230 took 
the trail. Kell y was one of the avengers. 
They were all determined men, used to the 
western country. Men with clear eyes,steady 
nerves and iron muscles, and it was an evil 
day for the murderous band when these tigers 
started after them. In the Raton mountains 
the avengers overtook the band, and, driving 
them into a canon, killed a score and 
CAPTURED THIRTY OF THE DEVILS. 

Punishment followed swift and sure. It 
was an eye for an eye and a tooth for a tooth. 
The men built a huge frame like a gridiron, 
and filling the interstices with fine pine woud, 
bound the struggling fiends to the logs and 
set fire to the piie. The Apaches were burned 
to death slowly, and Kelly and the men stvod 
vy looking on with grim joy in their eyes at 
the thoughtof the white men the Indians had 
burned a few weeks before. Cochise learned 
a lesson from these men he never forgot, and 
soon afterward he gave up his murderous 
raids. The fearful punishment may have 
been unjust according to the ideas of eastern 
men, but the executioners were raised in a 
hard school and possessed a sense of justice 
peculiartothe country. The news of the affair 
reached the authorities, who ordered the ar- 
rest of the band of avengers. Kelly was one 
of the leaders, and with several others was 
arrested by Cononel Jones of the sixth cay 
alry. They were held for four months with- 
out bail, but were finally released. They 
were very much surprised at being arrested 
for such a little thing as burning thirty In- 
dians, and their genuine astonishment to the 
army officers, who were heartily in sympathy 
with the prisoners, was very amusing. ‘Kid 
Frank’? has also another claim on public at- 
tention in being the one who drove 
the wagon out from under Jack Me 
rCall when the latter was lynched in 
the Black Hills fur murdering Wild 
Bill. Kelly was very young, and had no in- 
tention of taking a hand in the lynehi 
altbough Wild Bill been his intimate

titted his views upon the subject. While he

riends, and immediately the crowd, with a 
poetic idea of justice, yelled to him to mount 
the wagon anddrive the team out from un- 
der the limb of the tree.

All these adven- 
tures occuring atan early age, together with 
the surroundings of his rough life amony fear- 
less men, who held human life cheap, mould 
ed ‘‘Kid Frank's” life into a fitting shape for 
fearless action.

He became 
known far and wide by his skill in shooting, 
and was generally avoided by men desirous of 
killing some one for the sake of notoriety.

He knew if a fight should occur between 
such deadly marksmen there wouid hardly 
be a man left to tell the tale, and in addition 
to loss of human life, the huge herds of cattle 
would be scattered and all hands ruined. 
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Just as the cloud of war was about to burst he 
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| (wa 4 to avoid bloodshed, ands 
broached it t®Howard, who agreed to it. Thery’ 
plan was as follows: Each was toselect six 
cow boys, the Best shots in their outfits, and 
oe them in line fifty yards distant on 
1orseback, to give the word ‘“‘fire,”’ and let 
them settle the dispute. This novel method 
of settling a difference was hailed with delight 
by the nen on each side, and volunteers were 
numerous. Kelly selected six men who had 
been with him a long time, and been tried 
and proved in many a desperate situation. 
Howard selectcd six of his best men. There 
was no time lost in preparing for the duel 
which was to be the greatest affair of the ki 
ever known. The men of the oppusing sides 
retired to their camp and coolly made pre- 
parations for the feast of death. They groom- 
ed their horses, oiled and cleaned their re- 
volvers, and, putting their saddles on with 
care, rode out to the fight. “Kid frank’s” 
men were armed with Winchester revolvers, 
.38 and .44 calibre, long barreled, and How- 
ard’s six carried Colt’s improved. .Each man 
knew his weapon and his horse, and were ful- 
ly aware of the fact that the men standing so 
grimly in front of them were equally well 
equipped. The opposing duelists were drawn 
up in line facing each other at3o’clock in the 
afternoon, - The sight was one which few men 
have looked upon. Fifty yards apart stood 
like statues, two lines of men, horse and 
rider almost one,every duelist grasping a huge, 
ne revolver in each hand, with the 
reins in hig teeth or hanging loosely, for these

Guide their horses with their knees, as the 
rscarcely more savage Indian does. Around 
about, carelessly in the range of stray builets, 
were the friends of both parties, mounted on 
their horses, watching the fight, and to see 
that no advantage should be taken. At 
either side the chief, who had sent these men 
out to die. Over all brooded a death-like 
Silence, while on allthe swelling, rolling, 
silent plain shone the gold of the bright Sep- 
tember sun. If a painter could catch that 
picture it would bea thing forthe coming 
civilization to wonder at. The man who was 
detailed to give the word which was destined 
to create a whirlwind of death started for- 
ward. At the first move there 
was a shiver of life along 
both lines, but it was not a shiver of fear. 
Kach man straightened himself, grasped his 
pistols the firmer and singled out his oppo- 
nent.

Kelly’s men, not heeding 
their comrade’s death, sped straight towards 
the three men in front of them. The latter 
dropped their pistols in their bridle hands 
and pulled their horses up, while their five 
enemies came riding swiftly on, pouring

in from a pistol in every hand. The Howard 
men saw the odds. They were two. great, and, 
turning swiftly, they ran, turning in their 
saddles as they flew and bravely returning 
the fire. In three brief minutes the duel was 
fought and won, and four dead men lay upon 
the ground. Frank rode up to Howard and 
said: ‘‘Now you and I will settle with each 
other.,’’ 

‘‘No,”’ replied Howard, as he looked sadly 
at the dead men, ‘I am satistied.’’ 

‘Very well,’ said Kelly, and orders pe 
viven to exchange the cattle. 

Very strangely, no newsof the fight was 
received until yesterday, but this, perhaps, 
was due to the fact that no towns were passed 
by the Kelly outfit. Only Frank himself has 
arrived, his herd not being due for two weeks 
yet. Kelly himself is a sunburnt, manly- 
looking young fellow, and told the story ina 
matter-of-fact way which would hardly 
attract attention. Thus is told the story of 
a wondrous fight, which is an epitome ot the 
wild south, and will be chronicled some day 
in a fitting manner. The duel has given to 
Kelly the sobriquet of ‘‘Wild Frank.”’ ‘‘Wild 
Frank” says the southern country is much 
disturbed. Bands of white renegades and 
horse thieves raid through the country con- 
stantly, killing stock, burning ranches, mur- 
dering men, women and children, and steal- 
ing horses. They disguise themselves as In- 
dians, and the Indians receive all the blame. 
The Indians are troublesome, too, but they 
do not commit half the atrocities accredited 
tothem. ‘‘Wild Frank’’ will remain here 
until his stock arrives, when he will ship 
about fifteen train loads over the Burlington 
line,

A NOVEL SUIT 


Which Has Growu Out of the Attempt te Forfeit the 
Lease of the State Head. 

It will be remembered that Judge Willis, during 
the month of August, presided in Fulton superior 
court for Judge Hillyer to try the proceedings pend- 
ing to forfeit the lease of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad. The question was the examination of an 
information asking thatthe road be brought into 
court toshow cause why the lease should not be 
broken for various reasons which were assigned at 
the time. The case was dismissed ona demur- 
rer filed by the defendant's counsel to the proceed- 
ings, and on a decision by Judge Willis adverse to 
the demurrer a vill of exceptions was filed, -Judge 
Willis at first refused to sign the bill of exceptions 
for grounds alleged atthatcime. Afterwards on the 
10th of September Judge Willis did sight the bill of 
exceptions which assigned errorin overruling the 
demurrer. This case went to the supreme court. 
The bill of exceptions was filed on the 27th of Sep- 
tember. The case was set by a Willis to come 
up on its merits the 16th of October, which is to- 
morrow. Judge Willis has announced that he will 
proceed to hear the case at that time. The counsel 
for the defense, after being informed of this fact, 
presented a petition to the supreme court of ‘reor- 
gia, setting fourth the fact that the case had been 
carried to the supreme c,-urtand that Judge Willis 
was going to proceed to try the case on October loth, 
and asked fora writ of prohibition restraining him 
from leaving the case until the writ of error, now 
pending, should be heard by the suprem= court, 
and the questions involved then be determined. 
The supreme court, yesterday, granted a rule nisi 
calling upon Judge Willis to show cause next 
Tuesday, befole the my ey court, why the 
writ of prohibition against him in this case should 
not be made absolute, and passed an order restrain 
ing himfrom hearing the case until the further 
order of the court. The case, therefore, will not be 
heard by Judge Willis to-morrow, and the question 
as to whether he will hear it before the case is de- 
termined in the supreme court will be 
settled by the supreme court Tuesday on hearing 
this rule. It is said that this is the first writof pro- 
hibition ever granted by the supreme court of 
Georgia.

The 
objects of said corporation are to encourage habits 
of economy and industry among the people, and to 
enable persons of limited means to invest a part of | 
their incomesin such a way as to secure to them a 
proper reward for their frugality. The particular 
business of said corporation is to establish and main- 
tain an association wherein by mutual contributions 
and assessments an « m lowment may be paid at such 
times and upon such .erms as said corporation may | 
designate to each of the membcrs thereof. 

The chief office of the corporation and chief place 
of doing its busine s is to be in the city of Atlanta, | 
in said county of Fulton, but petitioners desire snid 
corporation to have power todo business in such | 
other places in this state, or without the same, as its 
iuterests may require. Your petitioners show that 
no capital is to be invested save such contributions 
and assessments as will be required by the by-laws 
of said corporation and described in its certificates 
of membership.
